Baron Ward, the Hostler Premier of 
Parma. 


zaron Ward, the famed Yorkshire groom, 
who played so prominent a part at the Court 
of Parma, died the night of October 5, at 
Vieuna. The history of this qpiraordinary 
man is fall of remarkable eve He lett 
Yorkshire a boy in the pay of Prince. Lichten: 
stein of Hungary, and after a four year’s suc: 
eessful carcer on the turt at Vienna as jocke 
he was cmployed by the then —— 
He was at Lucca promoted 
from the stable to be valet to his Royal HHigh- 
ness. This service he performed up to 1846, 
About that period he was made Master of the 
Horse to the Ducal Court. Eventually he be- 
came Minister of the Household and Minister 
of Finance, which office he held when the Duke 
abdicated in 1848. At this period he became 
an active agent of Austria daring the revola- 
tion. As Austria triumphed be returned to 
Paris as Prime Miuister, and negociated the 
abdication of Charles II., and placed the 
outhful Charles III., on the throne ; ; who, 
A will be remembered, was assassinated be- 
fore his own palace in 1854, As soon as 
Charles .1IL, came to the throne the then 
Baron Ward was sent to Germany by 
his patron as Master plenipotentiary, to repre- 
sent Parma at the Court ef Vienna. This post 
he held, up to the time of his orang on’s 
tragioe l end. When the present hess 
Regent a sumed State authority Ward retired 
from public tife, and took to jagriculural

write and speak German, French and Italian, 
and conducted the affairs of State with con- 
siderable cleverness, if not wich remarkable 
straitforwardness.
